widow, with three children depending 
on her labor. Tho showing was an*iu- 
rtructive one, but it by no meant ex- 
hausts the subject. Let us follow in the 
same line wuh an illiiHtration, of which 
fact* will furnish particulars in every 
community: 
Here in a man, the father of six chil- 


dren, who has regular work at one dol- 
lar ami twenty-five cents a day. The 
eldest of ihc^c children is a boy of l.'l, 
who i^ in l.n la.it year in the grannimr- 
aohool, and whom the father, with com- 
mendiiulc regard for his son's future 
welfare, wi-hes to keep in school until 
tbe grammar-school course is coni)»let- 
ed. The only bread-winner of the 
fam- 


ily is, therefore, tho father; and for 
these eight jn-rsons his dollar ami a 
quarter a day is the entire subsistence. 
Out of I lie thirty-two dollar-) of his 
Monthly earnings six dollars mutt x<> 
for rent. The eoal foronetirewijlcost, 
on the average, not less than four dol- 
lars a month more. It is difficult to too 
how the commonest and coarsest cloth- 
ing, including shoes for tho winler,could 
be obtained for this family for le^s than 
an average of seventy-five cents a mouth 
for each person. Subtracting rww tho 
cost of rent, 
fuel, 
and 
clothing 


from the monthly wages, and making 
no allowance for furniture or doctor's 
bill or sundries, we have a remainder 
of sixteen dollars a month with which 
to purehn-c I'.od for eight person"—ex- 
actly r.v" dollars a uionth for each, or 
for the whole family a little U:HH Ihun 
four dollars a week.

Kx- 
tensive plantations are now cultivated 
in various parts of Europe, (Jermany 
espociauy; and quite recently a largo 
industry in this connection has been 
established in California, the product of 
which proves peculiarly efficient, and 
will probably in time supersede the im- 
ported article. Tho preparation, as oc- 
curring in the trade, is in the form of a 
fine yellowish powder, and is especially 
efficient in the destruction of roaches, 
bed-bugs, and ants. Burned so as to 
make a not unpleasant smudge, it stu- 
pefies tho mosquitoes and flies in a room, 
and prevents their annoying tho occu^ 
pariut.

Beneath a blue silk canopy, reclining 


upon a well padded tilken cushioned 
chair, were the St. Benolt twins. The 
remarkable curiosity, which in drawing 
crowds of seekers after the curious to
